Underwriters fear their heavy loss­ 
es w ill be on the marine policies since 
ordinary fire policies do not protect 
their

against 
earthquakes. 
There is no information th at any big 
ships have been lost, but it is felt 
sure in London that many small craft 
have been damaged and sunk with 
enormous cargoes. 
Warehouses 
in 
Yokohama which 
have been protected by insurance sup­ 
posedly have been lost. 
The most 
modern cargo clauses in marine pol­ 
icies cover goods “From warehouse to 
warehouse,” so the underwriters may 
have to accept heavy losses on goods 
which were really in the course of 
inland transportation or which were 
stored awaiting shipment. Great quan­ 
tities of such goods on the docks of 
Yokohama are reported to have been 
destroyed. 
Several vessels in the course of con 
struction in the Japanses shipyards 
were covered by London companies 
and there were a considerable number 
of residents of Japan who were insur 
ed by London houses against death 
by accident.
